ONLY  ONE  SMALLPOX  CXJEE. 

That  Is  Compulsory  Vaccination, 
Dr.  Azel  Aznes  Says. 

While  the  United  Htatos  and  Groat 
IJrilulii  are  both  sufloring  under  the 
scourge  of  smallpox  and  in  England, 
p.'irtfcularly,  the  disease  has  reached 
an  alarming  stage  of  iirogvens,  Porto 
Jllco,  while  under  Spuufsh  rule  was 
ii  hotbed  of  HffiuUpux,  is  practically 
iiiimunu  from  tho  present  epidetuic. 
J*or  ten  years  prior  to  American  oo 
cupition  of  tho  island  the  deaths 
from  smallpox  averaged  per  an¬ 
num.  To-day  In  a  population  of 
POO.Ol'n,  the  annual  dcalhrate  from 
the  diHcaee  does  not  exceed  two. 
.Smallpox  is  practically  non-oxislent. 
The  ro.siilt  is  hailed  by  the  fdonds  of 
vaccination  us  demonstranng  con¬ 
clusively  Its  triumph  ns  a  preventa¬ 
tive  nf  smalljiox  After  having  set 
un  expnjplo  to  the  world  by  intro¬ 
ducing  general  vivceinnllon  Great 
Uriluln  four  yours  ago  modined  her 
CoinpulHory  Varrlnallon  law  b.v  add¬ 
ing  to  it  a  "consi  ii'Mce  cliitise,"  un¬ 
der  which  any  person  having  cui^- 
j.vhiilioui<  convictions  us  to  the  harm¬ 
ful  innui'iice  of  vaccination  wsii  ex¬ 
empted  from  the  law  mid  the  minors 
ill  the  conHcleni lous  per.*uin’s  family 
wi're  e.\emi»teii  with  him.

Groat  regret  h^s  been  caused 
among  the  Highland  regixnonta  serv¬ 
ing  in  South  Africa  by  the  now  drew 
regulations,  in  which  it  is  apparent¬ 
ly  intended  to  supersede  the  kll't  in 
tho  fighting  kit.

Greek  Monastro  Faith  Reoelvt 
Rude  Shock. 

I-'or  generations  it  has  been 
firm  bolief  of  Ivustcni  monks 
(lod  will  not  allow  a  monaster 
bo  burned.  Now  this  belief  hat 
celved  a  rude  shock,  These  are 
days  for  inonustery  traditions. 

When  the  great  Uusslan  tnonai 
of  Saint  Funlulomon  on  Mount  A 
was  burned  a  few  years  ago. 
Greek  monks,  who  constitute  the 
jorily  of  tho  (l.DOO  on  tho  i)enln 
declared  tiiat  their  Uussian  bnd 
had  brought  the  calamity  on  t 
selves  by  having  a  fire  engine  an 
tii)gui(ih('rs  around,  in.stead  of  t 
ing  wholly  un  Go<t.  Dut  now 
neighboring  Greek  monastery  ol 
Paul,  which  had  no  lire  extinguir 
dppllance.s,  has  l>enii  destroyed 
all  its  treasures,  despite  its  trui 
Divine  protection. 

The  monastery  was  one  of  tho 
populous  of  the  twenty  dotted  a 
Mount  Athos.  It  had  less  than  ; 
inmates,  but  it  contained  boqu 
must  priceless  autlquUics,  oi 
them  a  Byzantine  model  of  Ilei 
temple  and  a  jewelled  cross 
feet  long  covered  with  enamel  ] 
raits  of  tho  saints.  The  library 
silted  of  about  120  mauuscrip 
Slavic  and  Greek. 

It  was  one  of  the  more  model 
the  monaeteriee  on  Mount  Athoe 
it  went  back  only  to  the  fourth 
centur.y.  It  was  also  the  only 
ojtery  in  the  penlnaula  visited 
woman.  The  wife  of  a  British 
bassador  landed  from  her  yacht 
day  at  Its  busy  pier  and  Insists 
eotsrlnf  the  church.

Great  Britain  is  only  half  os  big 
as  Sumatra,  and  double  the  size  of 
Newfoundlatul.  It  stands  fifth  in 
point  of  size  in  tho  list  of  the  world’s 
islands.  England,  without.  Wales,  is 
almost  identical  in  point  of  size  with 
lloumania.  «  It  is  less  than  ono 
quarter  as  big  as  France  or  Ger¬ 
many.  Tho  whole  British  Isles  only 
occupy  tho  ono-slxteen-hundrcdtb 
part  of  the  surface  of  this  globe. 

There  is  not  much  ddng<*r  of  Great 
Britain  being  swamped  by  tho  sea, 
for  tho  ovei'ugo  height  of  Uie  whole 
country  is  71d  font,  ITio  great  aver¬ 
age  elevation  of  tho  country  Is  ex¬ 
traordinary,  for  there  are  but 
THIIKE  PEAKS  OVl'dl 
4,000  foot  high.  These  aVs  all  in 
Scotland.  The  Highlands  ol  Scot¬ 
land,  have,  however,  no  Uss  than 
181  summits  which  rise  to  ovw'  ff,- 
000  foot.  The  Hoa,  on  the  other 
liand,  is  shallow  all  round  its 
shores.  It  is  rarely  over  800  feel, 
tho  dP0|>CHt  point  l>cing  u  pit  be¬ 
tween  Galloway  and  ikdfast,  where  a 
sounding  of  061  feet  is  found.

Ever 
since  the  days  of  Henry  I.  part  of 
the  Soutli-wostom  coast  of  Waloe  ha* 
gone  by  this  name.  That  monarch 
gave  permission  to  a  n»imber  of 
Flemings  to  settle  In  the  district; 
but  those  colonists  were  not  popular

Welsh  habits.  Thu*  the  country  be¬ 
came  known  as  "Littlo  England  be¬ 
yond  Wales." 

England  has  a  deeper  lake  than  any 
in  Ireland— Westminster,  In  Cumber¬ 
land.  which  is  270  foot  deep,  and  ne¬ 
ver  freezes;  but  Ireland  has  the  big¬ 
gest  in  tho  kingdom— Lough  Neogh, 
which  covers  newly  l00,fK)0  acres, 
and  whoso  waters  wash  five  counties. 
Ireland  has  also  tho  deepest  bog. 
Tiiere  are  parts  of  the  bog  of  Allen

I  profer  to  isolate  the  sow  early 
order  to  avoid  exciting  influence 
writes  Mr.  C.  B.  Barrett.  Althoui 
it  is  usual  to  confine  her  to  a  do 
pen,  she  should 'have  a  larger  lot 
graze  and  exercise  in.  She  is  pa 
tial  to  seclusion  and  her  shelt 
should  be  remote  from  other  h< 
quarters.  In  summer  the  ((uantity 
succulent  food  is  unlimited,  but  tt 
should  also  be  provided  in  wint< 
Roots  are  the  best  substitute  f 
green  pasture.  1  have  ever  foui 
that  sows  given  a  liberal  supply 
these  have  always  farrowed  wi 
good  success  and  afforded  all  t 
nourishment  the  young  pigs  need 
on  our  place. 

We  feed  but  little  corn  during  t 
first  few  weeks  after  farrowing,  ai 
for  a  month  or  so  before.  A  sh 
made  of  shorts,  a  little  oil  meal 
soy  bean  meal  and  milk  with 
small  quantity  of  salt  added  may 
substituted  for  corn  entirely,  wi 
splendid  results.  This  prevents  t 
sow  becoming  too  fat.  gives  h 
more  life  and  desire  for  exercise,  ai 
when  the  pigs  arc  large  enough 
try  to  oat,  It  furnishes  addition 
nourishment  and  gives  them  a  go< 
thrifty  start.  Keep  plenty  of  wat 
before  them;  they  drink  often  ai 
much. 

Previous  to  time  of  forrowin 
throw  in  plenty  o/  straw,  q'ho  sc 
will  need  no  further  ossintanco  in  pi 
paring  her  bed.  After  the  pigs  cor 
do  not  molest  her  for  24  hours.  Fo 
lightly  the  first  week,  and  most 
green  food  and  slops.  With  the  u 
of  succulent  food  and  oil  meal 
drugs  will  be  necessary.  K(a*p  t 
pigs  in  good  growing  cimditlon,  b 
not  too  fat.  and  they  will  soon  tu 
into  money  for  the  owner.  The  i 
(Tot  of  successful  hog  raising  is 
keep  up  a  continuous  growth  un 
maturity  and  then  with  alt  possil 
haste  prepare  them  for  market. 

PHKVKNTING  OAT  SMUT. 

The  Ohio  Experimont  Station  giv 
tho  following  directions  for  treati; 
smutty  seed  oats: 

"Having  the  solution  made  at  t 
rate  of  one  ounce  of  formalin 
three  gallons  of  water,  well  stirre 
and  a  gallon  of  solution  to  ea 
bushel  of  seed  to  be  treated,  app 
this  with  a  sprinkling  can  ( 
efnayer)  to  the  oats  In  piles  on 
tight  floor.  Grain  In  piles  shou 
not  exceed  about  six  liushels,  u 
the  number  of  piles  will  follaw  fre 
the  amount  of  seed.  Sprinkle  oa 
pile  in  turn,  shovelling  thorough! 
knowing  how  much  solution  Is  a 
plied:  continue  in  each  case  until  t 
solution  tends  to  run  nut  on  t 
door  despite  the  shovelling.  Usual 
a  iiaif-gallon  or  more  iier  bushel  mi 
be  sprinkled  on  the  first  roun 
when  tho  one  pile  is  passed  for  a  h 
mlniilot  while  another  is  handled 
the  same  way.  Upon  a  scco: 
sprinkling  of  each  pile,  as  much  i 
lutlon  is  used  as  will  be  held;  th 
with  a  third  or  fourth  repetition  t 
gallon  per  bushel  may  be  used.  Aft 
this  shovel  over  and  leave  in  Ic 
Hot  plies  over  night,  or  not  for  it 
than  four  hours.  Thtf  si>od  mny  Ih 
bo  spread  thin.on  a  floor  aod  sbov 
led  over  occasionally  to  dry  out  f 
drilling,  or  it  may  be  sown  wet 
broadciuled.  If  in  weather  wh 
proper  drying  of  tho  s»*ed  is  secure 
the  treatment  of  tho  seed  may  pi 
cede  the  tinif  of  sowing  by  soi 
weeks.  Si^ed  i rented  in  this  msnr 
is  not  poisonous,  though  sesrr^ 
suitable  lo  be  fed  to  horses.

Jt  is  a  rule  w 
maii.v  experienced  fritli  growejs 
keep  their  trees  so  well  pruned  tl 
notiiiug  but  an  ordinary  pod 
knife  need  ever  bo  used  to  remove 
olTendiitg  limb.  It  hliould  always 
remeuibered  that  heavy  pruning 
growing  trees  .will  retard  th 
growth,  and  that  the  lopping  oft  o 
large  limb  at  the  wrong  season  v 
induce  decay.  All  larg«  woui 
should  be  thoroughly  covered  w 
grafting  wax.

CARE  OF  SOW  AND  LITTER. 

I  prefer  to  isolate  the  sow  early  io 
[>rder  to  avoid  exciting  influences, 
xrites  Mr.  0.  D.  Barrett.  Although 
It  is  usual  to  confine  her  to  a  close 
l>en,  she  should  have  a  larger  lot  to 
graze  and  exercise  in.  She  is  par* 
tial  to  seclusion  and  her  shelter 
should  be  rcraote  from  other  hog 
quarters.  In  summer  the  ((uantity  of 
succulent  food  is  unlimited,  but  this 
should  also  be  provided  in  winter. 
Roots  are  the  best  substitute  for 
green  pasture.  i  have  over  found 
that  sows  given  a  liberal  supply  of 
these  have  always  farrowed  with 
good  success  and  afforded  all  the 
nourishment  the  young  pigs  needed 
on  our  place. 

Wc  feed  but  little  corn  during  the 
first  few  weeks  after  farrowing,  and 
for  a  month  or  so  before.  A  slop 
nmde  of  shorts,  a  little  oil  meal  or 
soy  bean  meal  and  milk  with  a 
small  quantity  of  salt  addsd  may  be 
substituted  for  corn  entirely,  with 
splendid  results.  This  prevents  the 
sow  becoming  too  fat.  gives  her 
more  life  and  desire  for  exorcise,  and 
when  the  pigs  arc  large  enough  to 
try  to  eat.  it  furnishes  additional 
nourishment  and  gives  them  a  good 
thrifty  start.  Keep  plenty  of  water 
before  them;  they  flrlnk  often  and 
much. 

Previous  to  time  of  farrowing, 
throw  in  plenty  straw,  q'ho  sow 
will  need  no  further  assisinnco  in  pre> 
paring  her  bed.  After  the  pigs  come 
do  not  molest  hei‘  for  24  hours.  Food 
lightly  the  first  week,  and  mostly 
green  food  and  slops.  With  the  use 
of  succulent  food  and  oil  meal  no 
drugs  will  he  necessary  K<*ep  the 
pigs  in  good  growing  condition,  but 
not  too  fat,  and  they  will  soon  turn 
Into  money  for  the  owner.  The  se¬ 
cret  of  successful  hog  raising  is  to 
keep  up  a  continuous  growth  until 
maturity  and  then  with  nil  possible 
haste  prepare  them  for  m.irkel. 

rHEVi-:NTiNa  oat  smut. 

The  Ohio  Experiment  Station  gives 
the  following  directions  for  treating 
smutty  seed  oats: 

‘Having  the  solution  insde  at  the 
rata  of  one  ounce  of  fortnulin  to 
three  gallons  of  water,  well  stirred, 
and  a  gallon  of  solution  to  each 
bushel  of  seed  to  be  treated,  apply 
this  with  a  sprinkling  can  (or 
Bfuayer)  to  the  oats  In  pilse  on  a 
light  floor.  Grain  in  piles  should 
not  exrce<i  about  six  bushels,  and 
the  number  of  piles  will  (oltaw  from 
the  amount  of  seed.  Sprinkle  each 
pile  in  turn,  shovelling  thoroughly, 
knowing  how  much  solution  is  ap< 
plied:  continue  in  each  until  the 
solution  tends  to  run  out  on  the 
floor  despite  the  shovelling.  Usually 
a  half-gallon  or  more  per  bushel  may 
be  sprinkled  on  the  first  round, 
when  the  one  pile  is  passed  fur  a  few 
minutes  while  another  is  hnndled  in 
the  same  way.  Upon  a  second 
sprinkling  of  each  pile,  as  much  so¬ 
lution  is  used  os  will  be  held;  then 
with  a  tldrd  or  fourth  repetition  the 
gallon  per  bushel  may  be  used.  After 
this  sho\ol  over  and  leave  In  low 
flat  piles  over  night,  or  not  for  less 
than  four  hours.  Th4  8>‘cd  luny  then 
be  spread  thin  on  a  floor  eod  shovel¬ 
led  over  occasionally  to  dry  out  for 
drilling,  or  It  may  be  sown  wet  If 
broadcasted.  If  in  weather  when 
proper  drying  of  the  •(‘•d  is  secured, 
the  treatment  of  the  seed  may  pre¬ 
cede  the  tinif  of  sowing  by  some 
weeks.  Si^ed  treated  in  this  manner 
is  not  poisonous,  thoxigh  sesrrely 
suitable  to  be  fed  to  horses.  For¬ 
malin  retails  Ht  about  fiO  <enli  per 
pound.

He  will  find 
it  unprofitable  because  be  cannot  sell 
to  the  same  man  any  more  than  one 
time. 

The  man  that  builds  up  his  biul- 
noM  by  honest  transactions  that  are 
satisfactory  to  the  buyer  is  the  one 
that  makes  a  profit  and  success  out 
of  his  business.  If  you  get  a  custom¬ 
er  for  an  animal,  make  the  dooi  so 
that  he  will  bo  your  friend  and  con- 
timio  your  customer.  We  have  plen¬ 
ty  of  breeders,  who  are  of  this  char¬ 
acter  and  who  practice  this  xfietbod 
of  doing  business.'  To  do  business 
and  meet  the  requirement,  you 
should  have  the  blood  for  which 
there  is  a  demand.  You  should  have 
good  sows  os  well  as  good  boars  if 
you  want  to  produce  a  good  class 
of  pigs.  You  should  give  closer  at¬ 
tention  to  feeding  and  handling  .to 
properly  develop  them.  It  is  better 
to  have  one  good  sow,  than  three 
poor  or  medium  ones,  for  profit. 
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EASTERN  SOUDAN  BEVIVINO. 

Khartoum  Again  Becomes  the 
Scat  of  Government. 

The  British  ore  gradually  Introduc¬ 
ing  a  better  state  of  things  in  the 
former  domain  of  the  Mahdi.  The 
city  of  Khartoum,  which  was  noth¬ 
ing  but  a  heap  of  ruins  when  Kitch¬ 
ener's  forces  arrives  there,  has  been 
substantially  rebuilt  and  now  con¬ 
tains  80,000  inhabitants.  Omdur- 
man,  the  Mahdist  capital,  still  has  a 
population  of  00,000.  but  is  smaller 
than  when  it  was  wrested  from  the 
Khalifa.  A  new  town  named  Hal- 
faya  has  been  built  on  the  other  side 
of  the  Nile  from  Khartoum;  It  is  the 
terminus  of  the  railroail  from  Wadi 
Haifa  and  has  8,000  inhabitants. 

It  had  been  the  intention  ever 
since  the  reconquest  of  the  Soudan 
to  make  Khartoum  Dgaln  the  seat  of 
CJovernment;  but  it  was  neceesary 
first  to  rebuild  the  qity,  and  it  is  on¬ 
ly  recently  that  the  administration 
has  bi*en  transferred  from  Omdur- 
man  to  the  old  capital. 

The  cost  of  living  is  about  50  per 
cent  higher  at  Khartoum  than  at 
Alexandria.  The  Journey  from  Alex¬ 
andria  to  the  capital  of  the  Ir^yptian 
Soudan  requires  about  six  du.vs  by 
water  and  rail,  the  cost  of  possonger 
transportation  being  from  120  to  600 
francs.  The  cost  of  trsnsporting 
freight  is  from  320  to  400  francs  a 
ton.  It  is  largely  duo  to  these  high 
freight  rates  that  living  fs  so  expen- 
I  slve  Rt  Khartoum.

spokoti  a  girl  did  she  seem  to  bo  for 
one  in  such  a  position.  And  tho 
curious  part  of  tho  case  was  titut. 
though  on  each  of  the  two  occa¬ 
sions  when  this  girl,  who  was  ahotil 
nineteen  years  of  age,  had  been  lock¬ 
ed  up  for  thefts,  precisely  identical 
In  their  nature,  the  inquiries  of  the 
I  police  showed  that  she  was,  though 
poor,  extremely  hard-working  and  of 
unblemished  character,  save  for  tho 
two  ofTences  which  had  brought  her 
to  Holloway.  These  olTenccs  wore 
that  she  had,  on  each  occasion  tried 
to  steal  from  North  London  “ready- 
made"  clothiers  men's  suits  of 
clothing.  Mr.  Merrick  was  so  much 
interested  in  the  case— especially  af¬ 
ter  ho  had  received  a  letter  from  a 
brother  clergyman,  who  statod  that 
tho  girl  had,  to  his  knowledge,  al¬ 
ways  conducted  herself  in  an  oxcmi)- 
lary  way,  and  that  not  even  her  own 
parents  could  understand  such  inex¬ 
plicable  oiTences  as  stealing  men's 
clothes— -that  he  put  considorablo 
pressure  on  her  to  find  out  why  she 
had  committed  such  acts.  At  first 
the  girl  refused  to  spuak,  hut  finally, 
in  tears,  she  revealed  her  motive. 
TROUSER  STEALING  FOR  A 
SWEETHEART. 

It  appeared  tiiat  a  young  fellow 
hailing  from  the  same  neighborhood 
as  that  from  which  she  herself  came, 
had  courted  her  for  some  time,  but 
had,  about  two  years  before,  en¬ 
listed  for  a  soldier.  Tho  young  man 
had  assured  the  girl  that,  wore  ho 
free  from  tho  army,  he  could  got  a 
Job  that  would  enable  him  to  marry 
her,  and  she,  with  this  in  her  mind, 
had  triod  to  steal  a  suit  of  men’s 
civilian  clothing,  in  order  that  her 
sweetheart  might  desert  from  the 
army,  and  have  a  t>otter  chance  of 
keeping  out  of  the  way.

We  may  congratulate  ourselves 
that  more  and  more^  us  time  goes 
on,  custom  and  fushX«M»»  '^luve  togeth¬ 
er  in  the  direction  of  Cio  proper  cars 
of  the  foot.  In  shoes  extiomoly 
narrow-pointed  toe  is  for  the  mo¬ 
ment  tabooed  as  vulgar,  but  fusli- 
ion,  alas!  only  repents  of  her  sins  to 
commit  tho  same  over  oguJn.  and  the 
pointed  toes  will  probably  bo  forced 
upon  us  again  before  the  feet  crippled 
by  tho  lost  batch  can  cured.  In 
tho  meantime,  whllo  common  sonss 
and  fashion  go  hand  in  band,  ws 
must  make  the  best  of  our  day  of  o|> 
portunlty. 

Many  Insults  are  offered  to  those 
faithful,  hard-working  servants,  the 
feet,  besides  confinement  in  narrow, 
crannied  and  ill-fitting  shoes.

It  has  been  thrown  up  to  Mr, 
Whitney  and  his  Conservative  fol¬ 
lowers  throughout  tbe  Province  this 
long  time  past  that  be  has  really  no 
policy  of  any  breadth  or  importance

Huch  as  every  really  intelligent 
political  leader  should  have.  The 
Picton  Gazette,  one  of  tbe  most  staunch 
old  Conservative  organs  in  the  Pro¬ 
vince,  has  just  been  attempting  to 
disprove  that,  but  tbe  shortness  of  its 
program  shows  bow  little  can  be  said. 
It  goes  on  to  remark  that  “Mx. 
Whitney  has  a  clearly  defined  policy,” 
but  when  it  comes  to  details  one  is 
instantly  inclined  to  enquire,  Is  that 
all  V 

It  goes  on  to  say  that  tbe  Whitney 
policy  calls  *'for  the  reform  of  tbe 
many  evils  existing  in  Ontario.” 
Tiiat  is  so  indefinite  that  it  may  mean 
much  or  little.  Then  comes  the  usual 
indefinite  complaint  that  whenever  be 
has  advanced  any  the  terrible  Ross  at 
once  appropriates  them  !  What  a  thin 
excuse  that  w'ould  be,  even  if  true! 
Ho  dare  not  announce  them  on  that 
account !  Would  a  statesman  be'^ally 
afraid  to  have  some  other  party  Cdopt 
his  reforms  ? 

The  Gazette  then  goes  on  to  explain 
that  “Mr.  Whitney  has  still  a  lot  uf 
reforms  which  will  be  introduced  after 
his  return  to  power.”  That  is  merely 
asking  the  electors  to  “go  it  blind.” 
Then  tho  “election  crimes  condoned  by 
Ross,  Mr.  pryden's  Dakota  ranch,  the 
prosontation  of  Ontario’s  pulp  lands, 
liie  confining  of  harmless  lunatics  in 
jails  of  Toronto,  the  school  book 
monopoly  and  the  annual  deficits  are 
mentioned.  These,  and  nothing  more! 

Not  a  word  does  he  say,  or  has  he 
said  at  any  time  about  the  election 
crimes  of  bis  own  party,  and  con¬ 
doned  by  himself,  Take  that  of 
South  Ontario,  for  example,  in  which 
it  was  proved  that  at  the  last  general 
Provincial  eleciloo  $7,000  were  illegally 
Sj.ent  to  elect  Mr.  Calder  and  defeat 
Hon.  Mr.  Dryden.  Even  the  former 
Conservative  M.P.  for  that  riding 
admitted  that  he  alone  spent  $1,200  in 
buying  up  voters. 

The  judges  presiding  declared  the 
evidence  among  the  most  disgraceful 
they  ever  heard  and  regretted  that  the 
law  did  not  give  them  power  to  punish 
the  Conservative  M.  P.  Has  Mr.

At  the  meoting^'liold  in  the  Opera 
House,  in  Napanee,  on  Friday  evening 
last  the  old  cry  was  again  resurrected 
that  the  pccplo  of  tlie  country  are 
being  greatly  oppru'sud  at  tbe  big 
charges  for  tlie  childruu's  school  books. 
That  has  been  a  favoriiu  cry  for  years 
and  years,  and  especially  at  the  public 
meetings,  vs^re  neither  tho  speaker  or 
the  audience  are  generally  acquainted 
with  tiie  facts  of  the  expenses  of 
preparing,  printing,  publishing  and 
selling  of  school  books.  One  of  the 
speakers  couceiveil  the  brilliant  idea 
of  bringing  along  wi<ii  liiin  a  public 
document  prepared  by  the  Govornmfnt, 
for  free  distribution,  with  certain 
maps  in  it  and  compa;;n.i  tho  whole 
sale  rate  of  printing  i;  merely  in  an 
unbound  couditiou,  with  the  retail 
price  of  a  geography,  i:i  a  board  cm- 
dition,  at  the  counter  of  a  booketorr. 

Of  course  it  was  <,11110  an  easy 
matter  to  show  that  tho  public  docu¬ 
ment  did  liot  cost  much  (or  the 
printing  merely,  by  th-i  I'.mi  ihous.vnd, 
after  all  the  expense  01  wiibing  11  had 
been  paid,  and  there  whjo  no  ex[»eDses 
of  binding,  and  uotliiug  was  ahowed 
as  profits  to  the  retador  or  binder — 
in  fact  not  one  half  r.  -  expenses  of  a 
well  bound  retail  soM  book  are  in¬ 
cluded  at  all. 

It  is  an  easy  inatu  r  to  tlius  make 
out  a  case  and  parade  it  over  the 
countrv  as  a  grievance  wion  iho  other 
side  is  not  given  at  all.  Here  are  some 
siattments  made  by  tbe  Hon.  Premier

It  simpl 
suits  tbe  purposes  of  a  political  part 
to  thus  berate  everything  done  by  01 
own  Provincial  Government,  and  can 
fully  conceal  every  fact  that  may  ni 
suit  so  base  a  purpose.  What  fail 
can  the  public  hold  in  men  of  tbi 
stamp  ?

THE  SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

At  the  meeting  in  the  Opera  House 
heie,  on  Friday  evening  last,  it  was 
stated  that  Grit  dealers  were  favored 
in  the  matter  of  discounts  on  school 
books,  and  that  teachers  also  favored 
Grit  dealers.

We  don’t  go  around  throwing  this  up 
at  public  meetings  but  we  invito  all 
men  who  desire  to  arrive  at  the  truth 
to  ask  the  High  iSchool  Board  for  a 
statement  showing  what  sums  have 
teen  pai  l  to  various  firms  for  gchool 
supplies  of  all  kinds.  Wo  are  aware 
that  a  campaign  of  abuse  under  the 
heading  of  *  it  is  Time  for  a  Change,” 
ib  in  full  .swing  ;  but  wo  don’t  propose 
to  let  the  speaker^  say  what  they 
I'lease  and  cller  no  rebuttal.  Lot  the 
man  who  wants  the  truth  verify  for 
himself  what  was  said  in  the  opera 
house  on  Friday  evening  anent  school 
book.s.  ’ 

The  government  was  of  course, 
blamed  for  authorising  too  many  text 
book.^.  This  is  a  much-vexed  question, 
and  has  been  thrashed  and  winnowed 
over  and  over  again.  if  there  is  only 
one  tixt-book  on  one  subject  the 
Opposition  shout  of  “monopoly”  is 
immediately  raised.  While  if  there  is 
more  than  one,  then  the  scholar  is  said 
to  be  placed  at  a  disadvantage  because 
if  he  w’ished  to  change  from  one  school 
to  another  the  same  text-book  might 
'ot  ue  of  any  use.  Tills  is  a  grievance  | 
that  rarely  happens  as  a  matter  of  fact. ! 
The  only  person  in  our  experience  who 
Buffers  from  a  plethora  of  text-books  is 
the  book  seller,  and  he  has  a  grievance, 
such  as  it  is. 

There  were  other  wild  statements 
made  at  this  meeting,  which  in  due 
time  will  receive  attention.

OKPiATER  DUTIES  DE-MANDED. 

The  strong  Conservative  party  cry 
DOW  throughout  Ontario  is  for  liigher 
duties  on  American  importations.  0( 
course  that  simply  means  that  the 
Canadians  must  needs  pay  more  for  all 
such  things  they  consume.  If  it  dose 
not  mean  that  the  increase  of  duties 
do  not  represent  anything.  Just  now 
there  is  a  Conservative  out-cry  for 
increased  import  duties  on  imported 
early  American  garden  produce,  in  the 
interests  of  Canadian  gardeners.  The 
Conservatives  give  an  assurance  if 
THEY  were  but  in  these  duties  would 
be  increased  at  once.  Tliey  now 
average  about  35  per  cent.  Tliat 
simply  means  'that  every  Canadian 
consumer  who  purchases  $1  worth  of 
imported  early  garden  stuff  must  needs 
add  35  cents  to  it  in  the  interests  of 
the  Canadian  gardener.  While  me 
Canadian  gardener  is  thus  benefited 
fifty  or  more  Canadian  consumers  are 
required  to  pay  so  much  more  for  all 
they  get. 

One  leading  Conservative  journal 
frankly  puts  the  case  in  this  way  : — 
“It  was  contended  ^hy  the  Conserva¬ 
tives)  that  consumers  in  Canada  could 
aSord  to  pay  a  littls  dearer  for  the 
early  imported  vegetables  in  order  to 
afford  some  protection  to  an  important 
Canadian  industry,  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  is  appealed  to  and  urged  to  afford 
relief  to  the  market  gardeners.”  Then

just  then,  awaiting  vacancies  tliat 
constantly  occur.  That  has  happened 
in  this  county,  at  times,  too.  Has 
Mr.  Whitney  ever  proposed  to  build 
up  these  asylums  any  faster  1  On 
the  contrary,  he  stands  on  record  as 
opposed  to  the  erection  of  the  asylum 
at  Brookville— the  last  built. 

The  “school  book  monopoly”  has 
been  an  old  stand-by  cry  for  years. 
School  books  are  both  cheaper  and 
better  printed  and  better  bound  now 
than  they  have  ever  been  before,  and 
the  Conservatives  know  that  right 
well. 

What  has  Mr.  Whitney  and  the 
Conservatives  ever  done  to  prevent 
the  “annual  deficits  of  the  Province,” 
—which  have  not  occurred  1  Have 
they  not  steadily  helped  elect  to  the 
Dominion  parliament  Conservatives 
under  whom  the  annnal  deficts  during 
their  terms  of  office  mounted  up  to 
to  many  millions  ? 

Was  not  the  Conservative  expendi¬ 
ture  at  Ottawa  and  the  Conservative 
government  far  more  eztravigant  and 
lavish  of  expenditure  than  the  Liberal 
Government  of  Ontario  has  ever  been  ? 
Have  not  the  Ontario  Conservatives, 
Mr.  Whitney,  Mr.  Carscallen  and 
their  ilk,  always  supported  all  that 
extravlgance  without  fiinebing.  Arc 
they  not  doing  their  best  to-day  to 
get  the  same  patty  back  into  power? 

Then,  as  to  the  “presentation  of 
Ontario's  pulp  lands,”  that  is  simply 
a  myth — in  fact  downright  falsehood. 
In  the  first  place  the  lands  have  not 
been  presented  at  all.  They  have 
been  retained  for  settlement,  and  the 
pulp  timber  on  them  is  sold  at  40  cents 
a  cord.  Where  the  timber  produces 
even  one  hundred  cords  an  acre,  that 
represents  a  Government  revenue  of 
$40  an  acre,  and  the  land  and  the  pine 
limber  is  still  left !  Does  Mr.  Whitney's 
“policy"  wipe  that  all  out  ?  Aud  yet 
we  are  assured  that  “Mr.  Whitney  has 
a  policy  which  is  progressive  in  every 
sense  of  the  word.”  It  can  hardly  be 
imagined  that  we  have  bore  enumerated 
it  all,  and  that  it  seems  to  satisfy  a 
lot  of  otherwise  intelligent  men.  We 
heartily  agree  With  the  suggestion 
that  “  Electors  are  asked  to  investi¬ 
gate  for  themselves. ”  if  they  do  will 
they  not  demand  something  more 
tangible  aud  statesmanlike  ?

scls. 

’’A  church  buying  a  safe  for  the 
preservation  ,of  its  books  and  r»’ 
cords  and  so  on  would  very  probably 
buy  one  second  baud.  It  would  com¬ 
monly  bo  kept  somewhere  in  the 
basement  of  tho  church,  out  of  the 
way,  and  It  would  very  probably  be 
built  into  a  wall.  It  would  not  be 
essential  that  It  should  be  burglar 
proof, 

"On  the  other  hand,  safes  for 
church  plate  and  sucrod-  vessels 
migiit  in  some  cases  contain  pieces 
of  great  value  and  would  t)C  made 
for  protection  against  burglars  as 
well  us  against  fire.  .*^iiCh  jnifes 
might  be  specially  dt^signed  and  built 
to  hold  tho  purticulnr  vessels  kept 
in  them. 

"But  while  the  use  of  regular  safes 
in  churches  is  confined  to  the  pur- 
po»*H  described,  tkore  are  now  used 
In  churches  of  all  denominations 
many  strong  boxes  of  steci  in  place 
of  oUl  time  boxes  of  wood.  poor 
boxes  and  guild  boxes  for  the  re¬ 
ception  of  orfcrlngs  and  contribu¬ 
tions.  placed  perujancntly  in  the 
churches  attacked  to  the  wall 
vestlhules  or  in  tho  body  t»f. 
church. 

"Such  lioxo^.  of  courre,  aro 
intended  to  keep  money  in  f('r 
length  of  time,  and  tiio  amounts  in 
them  jit  any  time  inuy  n(»t  )  e  great.

DEVON  CA'TTLE. 

Tho  I>©von  has  been  In  the  past, 
and  is  to-day,  tho  poor  man's  cow, 
writes  Mr.  J.  E.  Giitord.  Wc  havo 
practically  three  types  of  Devons. 
"The  Little  Devon"  can  bo  found  in 
many  places,  showing  oxcoUont  milk- 
ing  qualities.  Then  we  have  tho 
larger  boof  tj^,  which  is  usuaUy  tho 
winner  at  most  fairs,  slmwtng  prac¬ 
tically  no  milking  qualities.  And 
then  wo  have  Bcatterod  all  about 
sometimes,  a  whole  herd—uiorc  often 
a  few  head  only — that  arc  of  good 
siz^  and  show  excellent  milking 
qualiticR.  I  believe  that  most  of 
those  who  biwd  iwef  animals  claim 
that  among  the<-o  they  often  have 
splendid  milkers. 

Now  I  wish  to  give  you  my  idea 
of  a  dual  purpo.<Ki  aniuml,  and  I 
bol!e\o  1  am  supportoil  by  Prof. 
Shaw  nnd  those  other  admirers  and 
.students  of  this  typo  of  animal.  In 
tho  first  place.  I  Iwlicve  that,  tho  ci»w 
should  1)0  a  good  milking  animal,  of 
good  size.  These  two  qualities  must 
go  together.  If  fresh  in  milk,  or 
only  a  few  months  along  she  may  l>o 
rather  thin  ond  approaching  the 
wedge  shnfio.  As  she  approaches  the 
time  of  calving,  who  rounds  out  over 
tho  alioulilers,  and,  takes  on  more 
of  the  Ijoef  form.  When  fresh,  she 
sliould  have  a  well  developed  udder, 
with  good  milk  veins,  and  milk  well, 
tho  tcat.s  well  placed  and  of  equal 
length.  In  ouDino  she  should  bo 
such  as  goes  to  make  up  a  well-bred 
;  animal,  clean  cut  and  well  balatircd 
I  throughout.  If  she  l.s  not  a  good 
-milker,  but  largo,  .aho  must  fall  into 
either  tho  beef  or  no  iMirposo  type, 
and  if  too  small,  she  must  bo  clu.ss- 
e<l  either  us  dfstlncDy  daii-y.

I  We  have  un  excellent  brevd  of  cow.s 
I  that  arc  capable  of  being  dovelopcd

der  for  this  development,  wo  must 
start  ut  the  very  foundation.  Our 
calves  sliould  l>c  si^^d  by  animals  of 
gokid  size,  which  au)  known  to  have 
l>een  br-Ml  along  lines  of  dairy  excel¬ 
lence.  They  should  Inj  kept  In  thrifty 
grtiwlng  condition,  but  not  over¬ 
fattened  if  it  is  expected  that  they 
will  develop  for  the  dairy.  When 
they  have  coino  into  milk  they  can 
bo  fed  moro  conccntrateil  foods,  c#- 
pix’ially  if  they  show  a  endoncy  to 
turn  the  raw  material  into  milk  and 
to  lay  asido  their  llesh. 

Tho  demand  for  cottlo  of  this  typo 
is  steadily  increasing  ;  it  is  our  le- 
gitimatu  field,  nud  why  .should  wo 
not  eiUer  upon  its  cultivation  with 
enlhiisliuitjc  determination,  knowing 
that  success  will  crown  our  elTorts.

solid  dehcicncles,  noither  are  thoy  u 
full  nub.stituto  in  nil  case#  for  fertil- 
izer.s  Thoro  is  ulway#  a  wido  field 
for  Iho  profitable  uso  of  on#  or  all 
of  vho  concentrated  forifes  of  fer- 
liii/z.M's  named.  and  in  many  cases 
there  is  al»o  li  special  place  for  tho 
us*)  of  fertilizers,  therefore  tho  moro 
iio*‘d  of  honcflH.  goods.  (V>)#mcrcinl 
fortiliz**!'#  furnish  uvullnblo  plant 
food,  but  no  iiunius.  Tho  clover 
crops  furnish  both,  but  it  is  only 
fair  to  any  that  tho  plant  foods  in 
the  former  arc  more  available  than 
in  tho  latter.  Clover  crops  Improve 
the  physical  condition  of  the  soil, 
loKMuiing  the  cost  of  tillage.  Phy¬ 
sically,  fertilizers  benefit  tho  soli  lit¬ 
tle  or  none.  Tho  humus  furnished  by 
tho  cover  crop ‘^Increases  tho  avail¬ 
ability  of  tho  plant  food  already  in 
the  ttoil  ; 

FEUTILIZEHS  DO  NOT. 

Cover  crop#  »bado  the  land  and 
conserve  molniur#.  It  ff  imposalble 
to  accurately  eompar#  the  coot  of 
fertilizer#  with  the  cct  of  ##eda  for 
the  cover  crop#  and  tb#  pr#paraUon 
of  the  ooii  for  them.  Th#  coot  of  In- 
oroofting  productlvoneo#  by  extra  til¬ 
lage,  the  u##  of  fertllleeri,  by  cover 
crops  or  by  all  three  mean#,  c#n  only 
b#  determined  in  caeh  ces#  by  th# 
farmer  intoreetod.  I  give  below  a 
olngl#  iUuetraMoo  of  wbat  a  cover 
crop  contolBS,  knowing  that  anotbor 
cover  crop  usder  otSer  covMUotm, 
ml^bt  eftlier  be  more  or  lee#  valit- 
fbbie,  Second  growth  of  clever,  fir- 


punctured  with  giant  caves,  wIhto 
tho  Matabolc  look  retugo  during  tho 
rebellion,  and  could  have  held  ouU 
for  an  Imlofinlto  period  hud  not  tho 
peniu.s  and  daring  of  Mr.  Ilhonc-y 
put  an  end  to  tho  outbreak. 

Tho  predominant  note  i.s  massive- 
nesa  and  stability,  for  tho  hills  ore 
of  granite  ;  but  the  hardness  is  toll¬ 
ed  down  by  the  green  of  tho  lower 
foliage  and  the  soft,  velvety  azure  of 
the  sky  above,  It  was  tlic  [)oet  in 
Cecil  lihodes  which  impelled  him  to 
thi.s  choice.

When  ono  thinks  of  Hhode.sia  it  i.s 
invariably  of  the  great  possibiliti<« 
which  tlic  future  holds  for  the  coun¬ 
try.  lJut  what  of  Hhodesiu's  past  ? 
Thrive  thousand  years  ago  men  as 
gold-luingry  as  tho  "grcenc.st"  pros¬ 
pector  of  to-day  scouiMd  tho  Matop- 
pos  and  tho  surrounding  coiinlr.v  for 
tho  })recious  mctnl.  These  crumbling 
ruins  onco  contained  the  furnaces  fur 
tho  retorting  qihI  smelting  of  tho 
gold.  In  imxjiy  (juarters  huge  exca¬ 
vations  arc  found  where  tho  uncients 
dug  far  down  into  tho  liowcis  of  tho 
earth  in  search  of  tho  metal.  8ev- 
oral  of  theso  mines  uro  still  tho 
largest  on  tho  earth’s  surface.  ^J'ho 
galleries  are  caked  with  layers  of 
Boot  from  tho  torches  pf  tlu^  work¬ 
ers,  Ono  historian  estimates  tliat 
tho  ancient  miners  discovered  mil¬ 
lions  of  pounds'  Worth  of  gold  la 
Hhodcsla.

These  early  emigrants  are  believed 
to  have  l>cen  Phoenicians;  who,  •xb 
tlio  Old  'I'ostuinent  shows,  woi'6  a 
great*  colonizing  people.  Several 
writer#  have  lately  arisen  to  pro¬ 
claim  Uliudosia  as  the  veritable  land 
of  Ophir,  "a  land  teeming  with  gold 
ami  precious  stones. "  Hitherto  In¬ 
dia  has  been  rogurdod  as  the  Ophir 
of  iho  undents,  but  savants  .  now 
claim  tliat  in  the  light  of  recent  die* 
coveriee  India  mnst  renoume  that 
distinction  in  favor  of  Hhodcsia. 

Ono  writer  goes  so  fur  as  to  uHherb 
that  Job  was  a  Hhode.Hian,  ba.slng 
his  enipilries  on  the  words  in  the 
Hook  of  Job  ’’Sniely  there  is  u 
vein  for  tlio  silver,  and  a  place  for 
tho  gold  whore  thoy  iinU  it."  The 
historian  attemiits  to  idontiry  the 
"place"  *as  Zinibaliyo,  whore  ancient 
ruins  abound.  Tho  land  now  known 
ns  Ithodosla  was.  ho  aseert.s,  in 
Job’s*  days  one  of  tho  f(.*w  civlflzod 
countries  in  the  world.  For  cen- 
turice  uftijrwnrd  it  was  overrun  by 
savage#,  and  the  man  who  is  to  rest 
in  tho  land  that  boars  his  name  did 
more  than  nay  other  to  rcviluiin  it 
to  rivilizHlion. 

Huluwayo,  wliero  the  colfin  will 
rest  for  some  time,  was  until  the 
year  IflOJJ  tho  royal  kraal  of  King 
rH>bongula.  It  is  now  a  thriving 
town,  reminiscent  at  each  step  of 
th#  man  to  whom  it  owes  oxlstetice. 
Hhodes  Street  is  tho  principal  thor¬ 
oughfare,  Government  House,  with 
a  tree-lined  avenue  two  ralloe  long. 
Was  the  prop(?rty  of  the  rolossus. 

A  few  miles  away,  in  the  heart  of 
the  mountain#,  "the  great  whit# 
man,"  as  th#  natives  fulled  him, 
will  rest  in  peace.  And  round  and 
about  his  tomb  He#  a  monument  the 
like  of  which  has  been  raised  to  no 
other  man.  a  monument  measuring 
750,000  square  miles— Rhodesia.
